The woman, from Kingston, was 
taken with a suspected skull frac¬ 
ture to the major trauma unit at St 
George’s Hospital in Tooting by 
road, accompanied by the air am¬ 
bulance doctor, who had landed in 
a helicopter, closing off the road. 

A witness said after the crash: “A 
woman got hit. She is severely in¬ 
jured. I’m looking at a helicopter 
right in front of me. They [para¬ 
medics] have been with her for 


quite a while. It looks bad.” 

A London Ambulance spokes¬ 
woman said the woman was “con¬ 
scious and breathing” as she was 
taken away. 

London Ambulance initially said 
it was called to reports of an acci¬ 
dent between a bicycle and a car 
but it is now known the woman 
was not a cyclist. 

Police said the car’s passengers 
and the driver, who was later 
breathalysed, were unhurt.

KINGSTON HOSPITAL: Expansion set to begin four years after hospital closure fears 

Accident and emergency to be 
refurbished after closure threat

Kingston Hospital is set to re¬ 
furbish and expand its acci¬ 
dent and emergency (A&E) 
department four years after 
it was threatened with the 
prospect of closure. 

The hospital has applied 
for permission to remodel 
and refurbish the inside of 
the casualty ward with a 
small new building at the 
back of the administration 
area. 

Its A&E and maternity 
ward were part of the Better 
Services Better Value consul¬ 
tation, seeking to make £65m 


savings while improving 
services, along with three 
others across south-west 
London from 2010 until May 
2012. 

The review eventually con¬ 
cluded St Helier should lose 
its A&E and maternity, but 
was scrapped earlier this 
year after a Save St Helier 
campaign. 

Kingston Hospital’s opera¬ 
tional plan, released in 
March, said an expansion 
would “enable the trust to re¬ 
spond to any future changes 
to the configuration of serv¬ 
ices in the local health 
economy”. 

The refurbishment has 
been estimated to cost £1.5m 
and will be completed within 


the next two to four years. 

The papers also forecast an 
increase in A&E visitors. 

A total of 112,083 visited in 
the 2013-14 financial year, 
with 114,512 expected in 
2014-15. 

A Kingston Hospital 
spokeswoman said: “This is 
great news for local people 
who use our A&E services as 
it will greatly improve pa¬ 
tients’ experience. 

“Our A&E department was 
built in 2001 and we now see 
more than 100,000 people in 
A&E each year. 

“We expect the work to be 
completed in less than a year 
and the A&E service will re¬ 
main fully operational dur¬ 
ing the building works.” 


Richmond and North 
Kingston MP Zac Goldsmith 
said: “The Lib Dem campaign 
to ‘save’ Kingston Hospital in 
2010 was a cynical election 
stunt. 

“I hope this latest news re¬ 
assures people that the hos¬ 
pital is in good hands.” 

Kingston and Surbiton MP 
Edward Davey said: “People 
thought we were scaremon- 
gering, but we blew the whis¬ 
tle on it. 

“This [expansion] is excel¬ 
lent news and confirms my 
view that Kingston Hospital 
A&E have a fantastic future. 
We should be looking to ex¬ 
pand and it shows that man¬ 
agement have confidence for 
the future.”

A young man died as a result 
of an unprovoked attack on 
board a train, after saying 
“wagwan” to his assailant, a 
court has heard. 

Graphic designer Rhys 
Stacey Parchment, 25, is 
standing trial at Blackfriars 
Crown Court charged with 
the manslaughter of 24-year- 
old Warsame Warsame, 
who was living at YMCA 
Surbiton. 

He is accused of punching 
Mr Warsame twice in the 
head on a train travelling be¬ 
tween Raynes Park and Wim¬ 
bledon on March 2, 2013. 

Mr Stacey Parchment, of 
New Barns Avenue, Mitcham, 
denies manslaughter. 

He told friends he had 
fought off a mobile phone 
thief, it was claimed. 

Mr Warsame was found un¬ 
conscious on a different train 
an hour later, and died in hos¬ 
pital from a bleed on the 
brain on March 4. 


Opening the case for the 
prosecution, Zoe Johnson QC 
said: “In an unprovoked at¬ 
tack, this defendant punched 
Warsame Warsame twice in 
the head with so much force 
he fell to the floor. 

“Although he was able to 
get up, he had suffered a 
catastrophic injury to the 
brain. 

“An hour later he collapsed 
and subsequently died in hos¬ 
pital two days later.” 

The court heard how Mr 
Stacey Parchment had board¬ 
ed the train at Surbiton, on 
his way to play football. 

Mr Warsame boarded the 
train at Raynes Park, and 
walked through the carriage 
Mr Stacey Parchment was 
sitting in, the court heard. 

Passengers reported hear¬ 
ing Mr Warsame say “wag¬ 
wan” - a popular greeting 
spoken in a Jamaican patois - 
before Mr Stacey Parchment 
got up from his seat and con¬ 
fronted Mr Warsame, Miss 
Johnson said. 

Mr Stacey Parchment 
punched Mr Warsame once 
in the head, sending his head 


back and striking an inter¬ 
connecting carriage door, she 
claimed. 

A second blow, also to the 
head, put Mr Warsame on the 
floor, it was claimed. 

The prosecution claimed 
witnesses heard a female pas¬ 
senger tell Mr Stacey Parch¬ 
ment he should not have 
punched Mr Warsame. 

Mr Stacey Parchment al¬ 
legedly replied: “Yeah, well, 
he’s a prick,” before leaving 
the train at Wimbledon 
station. 

Miss Johnson said Mr 
Warsame was confused and 
incoherent immediately after 
the attack, and repeatedly 
told passengers who tried to 
assist him: “I’m sorry, I’m 
sorry.” 

He also left the train at 
Wimbledon, before boarding 
another train towards 
Waterloo. 

The jury was shown CCTV 
stills of Mr Warsame on 
board the train holding his 
head, before slumping across 
two seats. 

But the court heard there 
was no CCTV of the fight 


itself, because a camera in 
the carriage was not working. 

Miss Johnson said: “He 
has his head in his hands, 
he’s fidgety, he lays across 
two seats and eventually 
collapses. 

“The train arrives at Water¬ 
loo. Warsame does not move, 
and he remains lying there 
until the train leaves Water¬ 
loo, going back in the direc¬ 
tion of Wimbledon.” 

Mr Warsame was found un¬ 
conscious and snoring be¬ 
tween Wimbledon and 
Raynes Park. 

The court also heard how 
the 24-year-old had a pre-ex¬ 
isting medical condition re¬ 
quiring regular dialysis. 

He was also on anti-psy- 
chotic medication, following 
an attack inside a Kingston 
nightclub in 2007 that had al¬ 
tered his behaviour, the court 
heard. 

But he had not taken the 
drugs the day before the at¬ 
tack, and had punched a fel¬ 
low YMCA resident three 
times in the face earlier that 
morning, the jury heard. 

The trial continues.

Warsame Warsame was tak¬ 
ing anti-psychotic medica¬ 
tion and punched a Surbiton 
YMCA resident three times 
in the face the night before 
he was attacked, a court has 
heard. 

The 24-year-old had a 
“complex medical and 
psychiatric background”, 
which required regular kid¬ 
ney dialysis as well as a 
large amount of prescrip¬ 
tion drugs, prosecutor Zoe 
Johnson said. 

But he had not taken his 
medication in the days be¬ 
fore his death, leading to 
some strange and uncharac¬ 
teristically violent be¬ 
haviour the night before he 
was attacked on a train, it 
was alleged. 

Blackfriars Crown Court 
heard how, on the evening of 
March 1, Mr Warsame left 
the YMCA, returning just 


after 3am to complain his 
heart was beating very fast 
and telling a worker he was 
“mentally ill”. 

Zoe Johnson, prosecuting, 
said: “He kept saying ‘Sorry, 
sorry’. He began to cry and 
complain that nobody liked 
him.” 

A fellow YMCA resident, 
Peter Duncan, offered to ac¬ 
company him back to his 
room to get a coat where 
he was punched three times 
in the face, Miss Johnson 
said. 

Mr Warsame was taken to 
Kingston Hospital by ambu¬ 
lance where he was said to 
have told a nurse: “I’ve not 
slept for four days because 
I’m overthinking how I’m 
going to die.” 

He then repeatedly said: “I 
want to die, I want to die,” 
Miss Johnson claimed.

But is it possible to have a 
great pub walk in an area 
that, let’s face it, is far from 
the rustic idyll of the more 
leafy shires? 

The answer is yes, particu¬ 
larly if you have a guide book 
steering you to scenic routes. 

One of these is Pub Walks in 
South London, written by 
Leigh Hatts and published by 
Countryside Books, which is 
for those who 
“enjoy both 
walking and 
visiting good 
pubs”. 

Until 2006, 
Young’s 
spent more 
than 150 
years 


brewing on the banks of the 
River Wandle and a couple of 
the book’s walks feature 
places in the green corridor 
along the river. 

One starting point is the 
William Morris pub in Mer¬ 
ton Abbey Mills. Other walks 
begin at the Windmill on 
Clapham Common; the Dog 
and Bull in Surrey Street, 
Croydon; and the Duke’s 
Head on Wallington Green. 

The book says: “These are 
easy walks and with all-day 
opening at most pubs you can 
have a drink at the start and 
the end.” 

Another useful book is Hid¬ 
den Inns of the South East, in¬ 
cluding Kent, 
Surrey 


and Sussex, published by 
Travel Publishing, which rec¬ 
ommends the Running Horse 
by the River Mole in Leather- 
head; the Duke’s Head in 
Dorking Road, Tadworth; and 
the Canbury Arms in 
Kingston. 

Before leaving your car in a 
pub car park to do a walk, it is 
advisable to get the all-clear 
from pub staff first. And, if 
you are driving to the start of 
the walk, it may be worth 
checking public transport 
routes back again in case you 
drink one too many ciders 
and can’t drive home.

Five steps to creating the perfect family home 



Creating a kitchen hangout is one way to 
make sure families spend more time to¬ 
gether with children less likely to spend 
time in their rooms playing on their 
iphone or tablets. 

That's the view of estate agent James 
Wyatt, chairman of the Surrey division of 
the National Association of Estate Agents 
(NAEA) who says developers and builders 
can do more to create spaces where fami¬ 
lies will want to spend time together. 

"Creating the correct environment in the 
home is the key to family cohesion and 
happiness" believes James. "In the homes I 
have built for my family, I create welcom¬ 
ing and child-friendly kitchen hangouts, 
providing an alternative to the solitary 
'Google hangout' of their bedrooms," he 
says. 

Some key areas that James thinks 
homeowners, parents and builders look¬ 
ing to create the ultimate family home 
should consider are: 

1) Create a kitchen hangout - some¬ 
where comfy for all the family to be. An 
easy chair or two and a flat screen TV on 
the wall work very well. 

2) Install Sonos or similar - In the old 
days families might have sat around a 
piano - integrated surround sound sys¬ 
tems such as Sonos are the modern day 
versions. These new music devices are bril¬ 


liant for family entertainment. 

3) Say no to TVs in bedrooms - keep the 
televisions close to the hub of the house 
so you can sit and watch something to¬ 
gether without losing the children to isola¬ 
tion upstairs. 

A) Consider a cinema room - not for all 
budgets, obviously, but another great way 
of having an easy family activity on hand 
for rainy days. 

5) Beware where you put the Xbox or 
PlayStation. If you can bear to keep it 
close to your kitchen hangout, you will 
end up spending more time with your chil¬ 
dren even if they are killing zombies whilst 
telling you about their day. 

"Taking smartphones and digital tech¬ 
nology away from children is not the an¬ 
swer for family harmony," continues 
James. "We need to learn to live with this 
equipment and embrace it into our lives 
but show our children that this is just one 
aspect and not the entire world. There is 
still room for a game of Scrabble or 
Monopoly - and not the online version!" 

According to the latest Halifax Insurance 
Digital Home Index, 31 per cent of seven 
to eight year olds now own a mobile 
phone, with the figure rising to 88 per 
cent for 12-14 year olds. Meanwhile, the 
study found that 60 per cent of parents 
are concerned that technology is frag¬ 


menting family time together. 

The report goes on to say that today's 
average child owns some £924 worth of 
electronic devices, with 33 per cent check¬ 
ing their phone for messages several 
times every hour. 64 percent of children 


also admit to using their devices in bed, 
including mobile phones (30 percent) and 
tablets (19 per cent). The findings have 
raised concerns amongst parents that 
their offspring are finding it difficult to 
switch off and rest properly. 


Not so rich cross 
the tax threshold 

The average London home is likely to climb 
to £331,000 next year, surpassing the cur¬ 
rent inheritance tax (IHT) threshold of 
£325,000, according to new analysis. 

According to the report from venture capi¬ 
tal investor, Albion Ventures the average 
home in the south east could trigger an in¬ 
heritance tax bill by 2019 and, across the 
UK, homeowners could expect to see their 
property exceed the current IHT threshold 
by 2025. 

Albion's findings come as average residen¬ 
tial property prices (particularly in London 
and the south east) continue to soar while 
the IHT threshold remains fixed for the sixth 
straight year at £325,000 and is set to stay 
at this level until at least 2018. 

Since 1986, the IHT threshold has risen by 
an average of 5.4 per cent a year, but has re¬ 
mained at £325,000 since the 2010/11 tax 
year and will be frozen at this rate until at 
least April 2019. Had IHT continued to rise 
in line with its historic average it would cur¬ 
rently be £401,442 in 2013/14 rising to 
£423,212 in 2014/15. 

Patrick Reeve, managing partner at Albion 
Ventures said: "Rising house prices have 
been welcome news for many, but there is a 
downside. More homeowners will be liable 
for IHT."

Subarau has announced a price cut 
for its rear-wheel drive coupe, the 
BRZ. 

Alongside the sister Toyota GT86 
car, the BRZ is pitched at buyers 
seeking a fun, low-cost sports 
coupe to rival the driving 
enjoyment offered by more 
expensive German models.

Incentives to buy a plug-in car 
could include free parking 


The government is to extend the 
£5,000 grant scheme open to 
anyone who buys a car with plug-in 
electric power. 

It is part of a £500 million move to 
encourage car owners - and city 
authorities - to take up the electric 
car baton and run with it. 

The initiative will give cities a 
chance to win government funding 
to further the sales of electric cars 
in their areas, for example by 
allowing them to use bus lanes or 
park for free. Of the total 
investment, £32 million is 
earmarked for infrastructure boosts 
to increase the number of charging 
points that are currently available. 

The £5,000 incentive scheme, 
which can be used against cars like 
the Nissan Leaf, pictured, and 
Renault Zoe, will continue until 
2020, or until at least 50,000 grants 
have been awarded. 

Announcing the new initiative, 
Deputy Prime Minister Nick Clegg 
said: “Our economy is growing 
thanks to sectors like our thriving 



automotive industry that are 
helping repair and rebalance the 
economy, building a fairer society 
for this generation and the next. 

“The UK has the potential to 
emerge as a world leader in the 
development, design and 
manufacture of green vehicles. 

Mr Clegg said owning an electric 
car is no longer a dream or an 
inconvenience. 

“This major investment is there to 
make driving an electric car 
affordable, convenient and free 
from anxiety about the battery 
running out. But it’s also about 
creating a culture change in our 
towns and cities so that driving a 
greener vehicle is a no-brainer for 
most drivers,” he added.
